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“OUR COAST TROUBLES. 





The question |‘ what shall he done to remedy 


' the present most unsatisfactory staté of affairs 


9)? 


along the seaboard of this colony ?” is one which | 
demands the ron wea and eatnest attention: of 
the Government -.During’ the past few years 


we have had to esi a series of massacres and | 
cies and infractions jof the rev- 


enue laws. One day peaceable Indians are mur- 
dered by lawless whites; the next a trading 
vessel is seized and plundered by Indians ; and 
now we have to redord the brutal murder of a 
revenue officer by a notorious whisky smuggler. 
In short, with the exception of- the Metlakalitla 
settlement—an oasis -in the moral desert—the 
whole coast, both whites and natives, appears to 
be in astate of insurrection and outlawry. . Smug- 
gling is carried on to an enormous extent, the 
natives are supplied with the vilest class of spir- 
its by the'vilest class of whites, and these nier- 
cenary wretches not Only poison them with ‘‘ fire- 
water” but train them to outlawry by telling 
them that they need be in no dread of punish- 
ment from the authorities, thus striving in every 
way to render them as depraved as possible, so 
that they may be the better customers. In this 
condition of things to hang the poor Indians 
* like fun” is but to.lop off the branches of the 
upas tree. Is it right to punish the Indians for 
simply proving worthy pupils of the only teach- 
ers we have given them? If we would eradi- 
cate the evil we must strike at the root, not the 
branches. The whisky smuggler must be arres- 

ted in- his diabolical traffic. As well might we 
hope to control the wind as keep the natives along 
the coast in order unless the cause of disorder is 
remoyed—the supply of rum cnt off. Half mea- 
sures Won’t answer. We have advocated the 
employment of a revenue cutter, . but have 
been met with the ever-ready reply of feckless 
imcompetency—" It would cost too much.” Cost 
too much, indeed! How much would it cost ? 
Possibly two or three thousand a year? What 
is the value of a British subject, in dollars and 
cents? The Japanese had td pay many thou- 
sands for poor Richardson. Is life of any less 
value here ?. Will the Government gape on and 
see thousands of Indians killed, body and gonl, 
and white men robbéd and murdered ad libitum— 
even their own officers shot down in the discharge 
of their duty—and put forth po hand to protect 
tlie life and property of the subject, simply because 
‘it will cost too much !” Which will cost’ the 
most—to eradicate the evil, root-and branch, or 
to be constantly and vainly endeavoring to coup- 
teract its effects? We would not be understood 
as charging upon the present adminstratjon either 
fecklessness or incompetency in respect to Indian 
affairs. Greater promptitude and energy: could 
not be expected than was displayed a year ago in 
the matter of the Bute massacre, the Govotnor- 
himself cheerfully undergoing all the fatigte and 
dangers incident to a campaign in the country of hos- 
tile tribes. . And whatever may be said respecting 
the disparity between the cost and the results of 
that expedition all must admit that His Excel- 
lency left nothing undone which humah foresight 
could suggest, or human hand could execute. Bat 
what we do mean. to say is this, that effective 
measures for putting an end to the present state 
of affairs on the coast cannot be delayed much 
longer with impunity. Life and property on our 
seaboard aré notoriously unprotected. Crime is 
constantly committed with impunity—in fact the 
laws are daily and systematically set at defiance 
by both whites and natives. The ‘strong arm 
of the law” has lost its strength, and. ceases to 
inspire either fear or respect. If wé have not 
strength or courage to enforce law along. the 
coast let us at least get rid of the responsibility 
and the odium by giving up the territory to those 
who are able and willing todoso. Nothing could 
exert a more unhappy and dangerous influence 
-upon the mind of the aborigines than this appar- 
ent imbecility. The blood of poor Ogilvy should 
not;-gnd we feel assured will not, appeal in vain. 

Let prompt and. effective means be used now to 
capture the black-hearted scoundrel Antoine ; let 
redress from the Russian Government be detosh- 
ded, if it has not already been demanded, for the 
Nanaimo Packet piracy ; and, that done, let the 
most thorough preventative measures be adop- 
ted, either by placing a revenue cutter upon these 
waters or by tarning the warships and ganboats 
now upon the station to some practical account. 

lt certainly does appear rather absard that Great 
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Britain should aver so m many ships idle in hese 
waters, and yet that our coast should be left un- 
protected and our Government left without the 
| means of upholding law and order. We write i in 
strong language upon thig subject becausq we 
feel strongly impressed with its importance j and 
we do so with the greater confidence becauge we 


feel well assured that His Excellency Jackd the 
means, not the  Giapepition, to do his daty. § °

1068, filled with Indians of both sexes, with ban- 
ners fluttering in the breexe ahd bearing the in- 
‘gcription “ Religion, Temperance and Civiliza- 
tld,” were t@ be seen proadly careering up and 
Hatient of delay. At 11 o’¢lock 
the floating mass of humanity was marshalled 
into something approaching to order by the Rev, 
Pierre Fouqugt, the presiding genius, of the oc- 
casion, when, their voices keeping tune and their 
paddles’ keeping time, the whole flect moved on 
towards the Gamp. Making’ a graceful sweep 
round the Cameleon the Beaver and the Leviathan, 
whieh lay at anchor decked in their gayest attire, 
they sada and a general debarkation took 
place.

“Klahawiap, Governor Seymour, klabawiam, 
hyas tyhee,”y followed by the National Anthem, 
exctediugly pwell sung in English by the -same 
His Excellency having taken his place 
form the four principal chiefs were 
presented ta fiim by the Rev. Pierre Fouquet and 
delivered tlie following address in a very humble 
and inandiblg manner, by means of interpreters :-— 

“The Indians whom we represent have. gath- 
ered aud met at New Westminster to celebrate 


| the Queen’s; birthday to show our: good. disposi- 


tion and attachment to Her Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria, and rot, as may be thought, for the feast 


- which Your, Excellency is so good as to provide 


for them, [fhe prayer and hope of. the Indians 
is that Youf Excellency will constantly preserve 
their lands {o them and protect them against bad 
white men @nd.bad Indians.” 

After which His Excellency, through the same 
medium, adfressed the whole native assemblage in 
the following words :— 

“My Frienps,—I am very glad to see so many 
of Her Majisty’s Invian subjects assembled to- 
gether to cplebrate her birthday. No one of us 
t:it-is the food ‘and small presents 
which I amfabout to offer which has brought you 
down here.|{ I have scen with great satisfactiun 
the good cghduct of the nitive population of 
this colony Muring the past lyear. The Queen 
has sent out handsome staffs for the best chiefs. 


_ 1 will distr{bute them during the course of the 


year to thdsé who may render good service -to 
the Goverment. I.now offer yon some flags 
which will mark yoor position as British subjects 
aud show that the possessors hid the loyalty. to 
come so fal ti celebrate the Queen’s birthday. 
{ give youj also some agricultural implements 
and sceds fa encourage your habits of industry 
and cnabl@ you to raise food for yourselves less 
precarious han salmon and _ berries. We have 
passed laws; to:place you as equal with the white 
men in thq Courts of Justice. Be sure that you 
shall be aq well protected: from injury and injus- 
tice as any class.of men in the colony. I re- 
gret that fe weather is so bad but-trust that 
you will fipd some means of amusement.”

|A CHILICOATEN MURDERER CAUGHT. 


} 


| SIX BELLA’ COOLA INDIANS KILLED. | 


Mr. J. U. Smith, who arrived in this city on 
| Wednesday morning from Bella, Coola, has given 
us the following account of the murder of Mr. 
John Drummond Buchanan Ogilvy, Customs 
officer of Bella Coola, and of which he was an 





eye wituess :—Antoine Liucanage, for some years 
back engaged in the coagt trade, arrived at Bel- 
| la Coola on thie Ist April} with a canoe and three 
kegs of spirits. The circumstance coming to 
Mr, Ogilvy’s knowledge jon the following day, 
he seized the spirits and|placed Antoine under 
arrést, sending him dowd prisoner on the Na- 
naime Packet, He effected his escape on the way 
down, and was;pieked up a few days afterwards 
near Salmon River by the schooner Langley, 
bound for Bella Coola. The Langley arrived at 
Bella Coola dnting tlie night of the Tih May, 
when Antoine weht ashore, stating his intention 
of making his way through to Cariboo by the 
trail. Mr. Ogilvy sent out Indians .to search 
for him on the following day, but could not find 
him. |Under thelimpression that Antvuine was 
concealed with a view tdireturning on the Lang- 
ley, he made uo farther effort until she put to sea, 
when. he folluwed:her in a canoe, accompanied by 
Mr. Moss and ‘Mr. Smith, (our informant). 
They overhauled the Langley about nine o'clock 
that-evening, about 18 miles below Bella Coola. 
When they went on board, tlie captain told them 
that Antoine was not on the vessel, and that he 
had not seen him since- he went ou shore, on the 
night of the 7th, at Bella Coola. The party 
went down to the cabin for some refreshments. 
The captain proposed going forward to prepare 
some tea. Mr. Ogilvy said he would accompany 
him, They both went down togetlier into the 
fore part of the ship, which was used for cooking 
purposes. While the captain was engaged in | 
lighting a fire, Mr.. Ogilvy wags sitting beside 

the stove, arid Antoine, who was concealed in & 

locker forward in the bows of the vessel, dischar- 

ged a-musket, shooting Ogilvy. The musket 

was charged with three bullets, two of which en- 

tered at the left Side, in the region of the heart, 

one passing clear through the body, and the oth- 

er lodging under the skin on the opposite side— 

the third lodging in the handle of his revolver. 

Mr. Smith and Mr. Moss on hearing the report 

of firearms rushed on deck and seeing Mr. Ogil- 

vy coming up the ladder assisted him. He lay 

down on deck, stating that Antoine bad shot him, 

and that he kne¢w the:-wound was mortal. At 

this time the captain rushed on deck in a very 

excited and confused state, asking his men who 

had shot. Mr. Moss called fora lantern to go be- 

low and sechre Antoine, but was told that there 

was no light on board. Moss.ordered. the cap- 

tain to put the vessel back to Bella, Coola, but 

he appeared quite bewildered and did not seem 

disposed to obey, whet Moss went aft and put 

Ker about, Smith was at this time occupied with 

Ogilvy, when Antoing came on deck. Moss 
seeing him drew his revolver and when in the 

act of taking aim at him was knocked overboard, 

but whether by the boom or by one of the erew 

lie ig not certaid, although he thinks the former 

more probable. ; He wus picked up by the In- 

dians who brought the|party from Bella Coola, 

and who now made off for that place with Moss, 

Proceeding to where Smith and Ogilvy were, 
Antoine presented the musket at the former who 
caught hold of the muzzle when Antoine drew a 
knife and stabbed him /in the left side and in the 
arm, ‘The brute then made a blow with the butt 
of the musket at poor Ogilvy as he lay dying on 

the deck. Ogilvy grasped the gun and wrenched 
it from him, Aptuine made for the hatchway 
to-go below when Ogilvy drew his revolver and 

fired two shots after him, none of which, how- 
ever, took effect, owing probably to the dark- 
ness, After this Ogil¥y was carried down to 
the cabin’ and his wounds were examined. While 
thus engaged they heard a noise on deck, and 











small boat aud make off in her towards shore. 
| He fired several shots after him in the dark, but 
without effect. He then called to Moss to come 
back with the canoe to captare him ; but Moss 
was by this time beyond bearing. The vessel 
lay there till next day when the. canoe returned 
from Bella Coola with two white men add a crew 
of Indians. 
the canoe, ot about 1 p. m., om the 12th May, 
Ogilvy expired in great agony. He was per-

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New Yorn,*May 18.—The Tribune's special corre- 
spondent says/Gov. Pierpont, of Virginia, proposes to 
leave Alexandfia May 24th, accompanied by State offi- 
cer and his faghily, with archives of Government in a 
special boat, apd proceed to Richmond as capital of the 
commonwealth. The Executive mansion recently va- 
cated by Extr§ Billy Smith is being put in order for his 
occupation. The loyal people of Richmond are prepar- 
ing to give thé Governor a cordial public welcome.
